As  a  minimum,  club  bulletins  usu¬ 
ally  report  the  activities  of  the  club's 
last  meeting  and  the  program  sched¬ 
uled  for  the  next  meeting,  but  many 
other  things  may  also  be  included, 
such  as:  announcements,  progress 
reports,  names  of  membership  ap¬ 
plicants,  brief  biographies  of  mem¬ 
bers,  personal  accomplishments  and 
happenings,  promotional  activities, 
and  short  articles  of  general  numis¬ 
matic  interest.  Some  include  adver¬ 
tising  to  offset  publication  costs.  Pub¬ 
lishing  responsibility  usually  falls  on 
the  secretary,  the  president  or  a 
member  appointed  by  him. 

If  your  club  is  seeking  a  way  to 
create  greater  interest  and  increased 
attendance  at  your  meetings,  try 
issuing  a  club  bulletin  just  a  few 
days  before  the  meeting  is  scheduled 
—  and  put  me  on  you  mailing  list! 

Remember  the  TNA  Governing 
Board  and  General  Membership 
meeting  scheduled  for  Sunday,  Sept. 
25,  during  the  Austin  Coin  Club's 
“Money  Mart”.

THE  ROMAN  FORUM 

DEBASEMENT  OF  ROMAN  COINS

The  problems  of  our  monetary  sys¬ 
tems  such  as  inflaton  and  debase¬ 
ment  seems  to  us  a  modern  afflic¬ 
tion.  But  in  truth  these  same  prob¬ 
lems  have  been  around  since  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  coinage  itself.  If  the  old 
story  about  the  second  coin  being 
minted  being  a  counterfeit  is  to  be 
believed,  then  it  does  not  take  too 
much  imagination  to  state  that  the 
third  coin  struck  was  debased. 

Wars,  shortages  of  certain  com¬ 
modities,  mounting  administrative 
costs  of  government,  and  ether  fac¬ 
tors  took  their  toll  then  as  they  do 
new.  Governments  and  the  authorities 
soon  found  a  way  to  cope  with  these 
problems  through  debasing  their 
coins.  Usually  this  short  range  solu¬ 
tion  caused  bigger  problems  in  the 
long  run. 

The  Romans  were  late  in  adopting 
a  true  coinage  system  compared  to 
the  Greeks  (approx.  650  B.C.).  The 
first  true  coins,  as  understood  in 
modem  terms,  started  about  350  B.C. 
Before  this  coinage  era,  the  Romans 
used  a  rough  piece  of  metal  alloy  of 
copper,  tin  and  lead  called  an  “AS”. 
Later  the  AS  appeared  in  a  more  re¬ 
fined  form  of  square  blocks  of  uni¬ 
form  weight  with  different  figures 
stamped  on  one  side.  Usually  this 
figure  was  one  of  a  cow.  Cattle  from 
the  early  days  of  Rome  was  a  sign 
or  wealth,  and  was  the  primary  barter 
commodity.  In  fact  the  Latin  word 
for  cash  or  money  is  PECUNIA, 
which  was  derived  directly  from  the 
word  for  cattle,  PECUS. 

The  As  weighed  an  Italic  pound, 


approx.  273  grams,  and  was  divided 
into  12  unciae,  ounces.  During  the 
Punis  wars,  late  3rd  and  early  2nd 
century  B.C.,  the  As  was  reduced 
from  a  pound  (12  unicae)  to  2  unciae 
and  then  finally  to  one  unicae,  1/12 
of  its  original  weight.  The  decline 
continued  until  in  the  time  of  Julius 
Caesar,  100-44  B.C.,  the  As  was  a 
coin  about  the  size  of  a  dollar  and 
weighed  1/3  of  an  unicae. 

With  the  decline  of  the  weight  of 
the  As  in  the  3rd  century  B.C.,  a 
more  valuable  coin  was  needed  to 
conduct  ordinary  business.  A  silver 
piece  was  introduced  called  the  de¬ 
narius,  approx.  217  B.C.  The  denarius 
turned  out  to  be  a  very  durable  de¬ 
nomination  lasting  in  some  form  or 
another  for  350  years.  The  denarius, 
which  means  ten,  was  originally 
meant  to  equal  10  Asses  or  ten 
pounds  of  brass,  but  the  coin  was 
later  revalued  at  16  Asses. 

Augustus,  27  B.C.  -  14  A.D.,  insti¬ 
tuted  a  major  monetary  reform  in 
15  B.C.  He  decreed  that  the  denarius 
was  to  be  minted  of  fine  silver  (first 
time  it  was  required  by  law),  and 
to  be  struck  at  84  to  the  new  Roman 
pound,  325  grams.  Also  included  in 
Augustus'  reforms  was  a  provision 
for  a  circulating  gold  coin  called  the 
aureus.  This  was  the  first  gold  coin 
to  be  a  part  of  the  regular  coinage 
system.  Before  the  aureus  had  been 
struck  only  for  special  occasions  or 
for  important  people.  The  gold  aureus 
was  then  tariffed  to  equal  25  de¬ 
narius  and  minted  at  42  to  the  pound. 

Both  the  aureus  and  the  denarius 
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were  then,  like  the  As  before,  sub¬ 
jected  to  inflation  and  other  forces. 
The  aureus  fared  better  than  the 
denarius  in  that  the  coin  only  de¬ 


creased  in  weight  whereas  the  de¬ 
narius  decreased  in  weight  and  silver 
content.  The  two  tables  below  will 
show  how  the  coins  fared.

Under  Caracalla,  the  Denarius  was 
debased  so  much  a  new  denomination 
was  introduced  called  the  Anthonin 
anus.  The  new  coin  was  equal  to  two 
denarius,  but  was  only  about  1  Vfe 
times  the  denarius’  weight  and  still 
about  the  same  percentage  of  base 
metal. 

His  successors  continued  to  debase 
this  new  coin,  until  by  the  mid-260’s 
A.D.  it  was  only  5%  silver  and  by 


the  end  of  the  260’s  the  coin  was  just 
bronze  with  a  silver  wash,  about  1% 
silver.  So  from  the  time  of  Augustus 
with  the  rate  of  25  silver  denarius  to 
one  gold  aureus,  the  ratio  had  in¬ 
creased  to  1500  debased  denarius  to 
the  aureus.  By  301  A.D.  a  pound  of 
gold  was  equal  to  50,000  denarius. 
Since  an  anthoninians  was  equal  to 
two  denarius,  in  three  centuries  the 
value  of  a  denarius  was  only  1/50  of 
the  original. 


COUNTERFEITING 

Counterfeiting  of  money  is  one  of 
the  oldest  crimes  in  history.  At  some 
periods  of  early  history,  it  was  con¬ 
sidered  treasonous  and  was  punish¬ 
able  by  death. 

During  the  American  Revolution, 
the  British  counterfeited  our  currency 
in  such  large  amounts  that  the  Conti¬ 
nental  currency  soon  became  worth¬ 
less.  “Not  worth  a  Continental”  be¬ 
came  a  popular  expression,  and  is  still 
heard  today.

GRACE  KELLY-PART  1 


Most  people  think  of  Grace  Kelly 
as  an  actress  instead  of  her  present 
day  status  as  Her  Serene  Highness 
Princess  Grace  of  Monaco.  Her 
status  changed  on  April  18,  1956  when 
she  married  Louis  Henri  Maxence 
Bertrand  Grimaldi,  better  known  as 
Prince  Rainier  III.  I  have  decided 
to  cover  both  phases  of  her  life  in 
two  separate  articles.  The  first  part 
naturally  will  cover  up  to  her  mar¬ 
riage  with  some  overlap  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  part. 

Princess  Grace  was  born  Nov. 
12,  1929  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Her 
parents  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
Brendan  Kelly,  one  of  the  more 
prominent  millionaire  families  of 
Philadelphia.  Grace’s  full  name  is 
Grace  Patricia  Kelly  and  she  was 
the  second  daughter  of  four  children. 
She  has  one  brother  Jack  and  two 
sisters,  Margaret  and  Lizanne. 

Her  early  education  was  conducted 
at  Ravehill  convent  school  in  Ger¬ 
mantown,  Pa.  as  well  as  later  edu¬ 
cation  at  Stevens  School.  From  here 
she  attended  the  American  Academy 
of  Dramatic  Arts  in  New  York  for  a 
two  year  period.  During  this  period 
she  also  worked  as  a  photographic 
model  and  a  television  actress  to 
pay  her  second  year  tuition.  Her 
acting  ability  and  career  must  have 
been  enhanced  by  her  association 
with  her  uncle,  Pulitzer  Prize  win¬ 
ning  playwright  George  Kelly.  Walter 
C.  Kelly  also  helped  her  acting 
career,  he  was  the  well  known 
“Virginia  Judge”  of  vaudeville. 

During  the  summers  she  gained

theatrical  experience  with  the  Bucks 
County  Playhouse,  the  playhouse  in 
Fairmount  Park,  Philadelphia  and 
at  Elitch  Gardens  in  Denver,  Colo. 
Her  baptism  on  Broadway  came  in 
1949  when  she  starred  next  to  Ray¬ 
mond  Massey  for  two  months  in 
August  Strindberg’s  play  “The  Fa¬ 
ther.”  The  next  appearance  was  a 
bit  part  in  the  movie  “Fourteen 
Hours”  by  Twentieth  Century-Fox.  In 
1952  she  had  the  breakthrough  that 
all  actresses  hope  for  when  she  por¬ 
trayed  a  Quaker  wife,  opposite  Gary 
Cooper,  in  the  United  Artist  film 
“High  Noon.”  It  was  because  of  this 
appearance  she  was  signed  to  a 
seven-year  contract  by  Metro-Gold- 
wyn  Mayer  Studios.  Shortly  after  the 
contract  was  signed  she  was  borrowed 
by  the  other  major  studios  at  a  re¬ 
ported  price  of  $50,000  per  film.  Her 
first  picture  for  MGM  was  in 
“Mogambo”  in  1953,  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  John  Ford.  She  was  then 
borrowed  by  Warner  Brothers  for 
“Dial  M  for  Murder”  where  she 
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shared  billing  with  Ray  Milland  and 
was  directed  by  Alfred  Hitchcock. 
Next  she  was  borrowed  by  Para¬ 
mount  to  star  opposite  Jimmy  Stew¬ 
art  in  another  Hitchcock  production 
“Rear  Window." 

In  1954  she  starred  in  the  screen 
version  of  Clifford  Odet’s  play  “The 
Country  Girl."  This  movie  starred 
her  with  Bing  Crosby  and  it  resulted 
in  her  receiving  an  Oscar  for  her 
performance.  Her  first  Oscar  nomi¬ 
nation  was  for  Supporting  Actress  in 
her  first  major  film  “Mogambo.” 
Two  other  pictures  that  she  has 
starred  in  are  “Green  Fire”  in  1954 
and  “The  Bridges  at  Toko-ri"  in  1955. 

While  on  location  in  Monaco  in 
1955  she  decided  to  pay  a  courtesy 
call  on  Prince  Rainier.  As  it  turned 
out,  this  was  her  biggest  move  be¬ 
cause  it  came  shortly  after  the 
Prince  had  broken  off  a  romance 
with  a  French  actress.  Just  prior  to 
this  break-up  it  was  rumored  that 
the  Prince  would  visit  the  United 
States  in  search  of  a  wife. 

This  search  for  a  wife  had  been 
initiated  by  Rainier’s  inner  feelings 
for  his  subjects.  Should  Rainier  have 
no  heirs  then  the  principality  might 
become  a  French  protectorate  and 
as  such  the  subjects  would  have  to 
pay  French  taxes.  A  French  protec¬ 
torate  could  be  formed  under  a 
treaty  signed  by  Prince  Albert  I 
after  a  German  prince  had  claimed 
succession  to  the  throne  after  WW1. 

With  the  marriage  in  1956  and  the 
birth  of  a  son  in  1958  the  fear  of  a 
protectorate  ended.  The  royal  couple 
have  one  son  and  two  daughters.  The 
second  born  is  heir  apparent  Prince 
Albert  Alexandre  Louis  Pierre  bom 
Mar.  14,  1958  The  daughters  are 
Princess  Caroline  Louise  Marguerite 
bom  Jan.  23,  1957  and  Princess 
Stephanie  Marie  Elisabeth  bom  Feb. 
1,  1965. 

There  are  only  two  coins  which 
show  the  conjoined  busts  of  Grace 


and  Rainier.  Both  coins  were  issued 
in  1966  to  commemorate  the  10th 
wedding  anniversary  and  were  struck 
in  the  values  of  10  Francs  and  200 
Francs.  The  coins  were  only  avail¬ 
able  at  a  high  premium  through 
Spink  and  Sons  Limited,  London  and 
as  such  the  coins  are  then  classified 
as  NCLT  Junk  Concoctions.  When 
issued  in  1966  the  silver  10  Franc 
crown  had  a  face  value  of  $2.04  but 
the  retail  price  was  $8  00. 

Part  Two  next  month  will  cover 
her  move  to  Monaco,  the  wedding, 
her  influence  in  the  countries  culture' 
her  children  and  their  upbringing  and 
her  general  lifestyle.

Paper  Money  Machine 

A  University  of  Illinois  engineering 
student  says  he  has  invented  a  a  de¬ 
vice  that  will  enable  the  blind  to 
identify  the  denomination  of  paper 
money. 

The  student  said  his  invention  would 
be  especially  useful  to  blind  persons 
who  operate  vending  stalls  and  have 
to  make  change  and  total  their  day’s 
receipts. 

The  prototype  is  about  the  size  of 
a  portable  typewriter,  but  the  student 
said  further  development  should  re¬ 
duce  it  to  about  the  size  of  a  pocket 
cassette  recorder.  And  the  price 
should  be  within  range  that  would 
make  it  economical,  he  said.  The 
prototype  required  only  about  $100 
worth  of  parts,  he  said.  It  is  designed 
to  identify  $1,  $2,  $5,  $10  and  $20  bills. 

Using  light  from  small  bulbs,  the 
machine  looks  at  a  bill  for  identify¬ 
ing  denomination  marks  and  indicates 
the  amount  by  pushing  up  one  of 
several  small  metal  posts.

Because  of  the  sure-footedness  and 
endurance,  which  surpass  that  of  the 
mule,  the  llama  served  the  eonquis- 
tadores  as  a  mount  and  as  a  carrier 
employed  in  hauling  gold  and  silver 
down  treacherous  mountain  trails 
from  remote  mines  to  the  treasure 
galleons  waiting  at  Tumbez. 

The  llama  -  a  term  freely  used  to 
designate  all  South  American  Came- 
lidae  -  has  been  a  frequent  com¬ 
ponent  of  Peruvian  coin  design  since 
its  first  appearance  on  the  provisional 
copper  coinage  of  1822-23.  —  World 
Calendar,  Krause  Publications,  1976.

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Another  Copper  Binge? 

The  great  “Penny  Binge"  of  1974 
was  triggered  by  the  fact  that  copper 
prices  had  risen  so  high  that  it  was 
generally  considered  a  sure  thing 
that  the  value  of  the  copper  content 
of  the  coins  would  soon  exceed  the 
face  value.  The  result  was  a  massive 
hoarding  of  copper  cents  and  a  mon¬ 
strous  shortage. 

It  wasn’t  long  (about  6  months)  be¬ 
fore  copper  prices  tapered  off,  people 
started  selling  the  numismatic  cents 
they  had  bought  and  the  whole  tiling 
collapsed  like  a  house  of  cards. 

The  price  of  copper  has  again  been 
edging  upward,  and  there  has  been 
some  nasty  shooting  in  the  copper 
mining  regions  of  Africa.  These 
events  haev  led  to  some  preliminary 
comments  that  such  a  speculative 
binge  may  again  be  in  the  making. 

Look  at  it  this  way.  It  takes  153 
copper  cen's  to  yield  one  pound  of 
pure  copper,  so  the  price  of  copper 
would  have  to  be  $1.53  to  equal  the 
face  value  of  the  coins.  The  current 
price  of  copper  is  74c  per  pound  (up 
8c  from  a  year  ago),  so  the  price 
would  have  to  double  to  get  to  the 
point  of  equality. 

Another  factor  in  regard  to  copper 
cents  is  the  practical  matter  of 
weight.  Even  if  copper  went  to  the 
point  where  it  was  double  the  face 
value  of  the  coins,  you’d  have  to 
have  666  pounds  of  coins  to  have  a 
gain  of  $1000  over  face  value.  There 
are  better,  more  practical  ways  to 
make  a  buck;  like  with  numismatic 
coins  which  don't  require  so  much 
bulk.  —  Consultant’s  Report,  P.  O. 
Box  8277,  Fountain  Valley,  CA  92708.

FAKE  CASH 
TURNS  UP 

Astonished  Detroit  fire  fighters 
watched  $20  bills  float  through  the 
air  as  they  demolished  an  abandoned 
building.  All  in  all,  they  recovered 
$22,120  in  counterfeit  money. 

The  bills  -  stuffed  in  the  walls  of 
the  structure  being  demolished  -  were 
taken  to  a  nearby  police  station.  They 
were  then  turned  over  to  the  U.S. 
Treasury  Dept.,  which  pronounced 
them  “good  quality.” 

Police  said  they  had  no  clue  on 
how  the  money  got  in  the  building. 
No  arrests  were  made.

Winter  Skiing 

Man’s  needs  for  a  means  of 
traveling  and  transporting  goods  in 
winter  gave  birth  to  skiing,  a  way 
of  moving  over  snow  on  a  pair  of 
flat  runners  attached  to  the  shoes, 
several  thousand  years  in  advance  of 
the  Christian  era. 

The  oldest  ski  that  has  been  found, 
at  Hoting  in  Sweden,  dates  from 
about  2500  B.C.  Skis  were  probably 
used  for  military  purpose  as  early 
as  they  were  used  for  ulitarian  pur¬ 
pose  or  travel.  A  description  of  how 
the  Finns  adopted  skis  to  warfare 
was  written  by  the  Danish  historian 
Saxo  in  1199. 

Skiing  is  practiced  today  for  recre¬ 
ative,  utilitarian  or  -  as  illustrated 
on  Austria’s  50  schilling  1964  Winter 
Olympics  commemorative  coin  -  for 
competitive  purpose.  Skiing  as  a  com¬ 
petitive  sport  began  in  Norway  about 
1860,  and  began  its  modem  era  with 
the  winter  Olympic  Games  at  Chamo¬ 
nix,  France,  in  1924.  —  World  Coin 
Calendar,  Krause  Publications,  1976.
